2* Three hangars, each 30 m by 70jsy were located on the southern section of 
the field. Underground fuel dumps were in their immediate vicinity* Three 
concrete taxiways, each 12 a by 100s?, led from the three hangars to the 
landing field* A dispersal area with two concrete taxiways for neiv Sokol 
planes was in the northeastern section of the field. About kO to $0 new air- 
craft were always parked there* The planes were to st-flown by factory pilots* * 

3o There was intensive flying activity* Besides the Sokol planes, aircraft 

of other types were also parked at the field* Practice flights probably were 
also conducted at the field*
